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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 3, 4, 6-8, 15, 16, 18, 19, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over US Patent 5813226 to Krone et al. in view of GB-2316986 
(GB'986). 

Re: claims 3, 6-8, 15, 16, 19, 20, and 21. Krone et al. disclose a method of 
controlling the pressure in an electrohydraulic braking system having a pump 14, an 
accumulator 34 and a valve arrangement 40,42,44,46 controlling pressure at a vehicle 
brake comprising the claimed steps as recited col. 3 lines 9-34, but does not specifically 
state that the pump condition observed is a failure of the pump to turn off. 

GB'986 teaches at the bottom of page 5 the observation of the pump failing to 
shutoff. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified the pump condition of Krone et al. to have been a 
failure of the pump to shut off, as taught by GB'986, to provide a means of determining 
an overpressure condition. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
